“POLICE-STOP”’ SIGNS FOR AUTOS 


Every Seat Taken, Aisles and 
‘Colonnade Occupied by Audi- 
ence of Probably 11,000 


For the first time, ticket seekers 
were turned away from the Munici- 
pal Theater Box office. at last night's 
performance of ‘““‘The Merry Widow,” 
it was announced by the manage- 
ment. 

The stadium has a normal seating 
capacity of 9270, of which 1700 are 
free seats. Not only was every seat 
occupied, but extra chairs were com- 
mandeered for the aisles and other 
points of vantage. In addition, the 
colonnade at the top was thronged 
with standees, while other hundreds 
stood banked along the right hand 
pergola. It was estimated that prob- 
ably 11,000.persons heard the\ per- 
formance. 

The crowd itself was a spectacle, 
and during the intermissions many 
stood to gaze upwards at the mass 
of humanity rising row after rovy, 
and spreading across the auditorium 
from side to side. Thanks to the am- 
plifier, the 50 and 25 cent sections 
were sold out for the first time.

has no idea of heeding a demand for 
an extra session made by Senator 
Brookhart, Republican, of Iowa. 

Mr. Harding, these associates say, 
feels that there is little or no need 
for any immediate assembling of the 
Federal legislative body, and that 
the leaders in Congress, in common 
with the public generally, are of the 
opinion that the country is benefit- 
ink by the recess of Congress. 

Hutchinson Speech Cited. 

So far as need for relief legislation 
for farmers is involved, those close 
to the President are unable to agree 
with Senator Brookhart in that re- 
spect. They point out that the Pres- 
ident, in an address at Hutchinson, 
Kan., last month, presented a list of 
measures instituted by the Govern- 
ment for the benefit of farmers 
which he said should, with gradual 
ircprovement in business, restore the 
agricultural industry ..to.normal 

Any further legislation ~ at “this 
time, it is held by some of the Presi- 
dert’s advisers, would do more to 
hader that restoration than to 
help it. 

The President and Mrs. Harding 
and their party today are en route 
f:om Cordova to Sitka, where they 
expect to arrive at 9 o’clock tomor- 
row morning for an all day visit, be- 
fcre bidding farewell to Alaska.

HS INDICTMENT 
TO POLITICAL PLOT 


New York Antisaloon Chief 
‘Asserts Accusations Are 

- Part of Tammany Plans 
to Elect Smith President. 


GIVES $5000 BAIL 
AFTER DENYING GUILT 


True Bills Alleging Grand 
Larceny and Forgery Said 
to Have Resulted From 
Disclosures About Funds. 


By the Pare Press. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—William H. 
Anderson, superintendent of the An- 
ti-Saloon League of New York, yes- 
terday was indicted on several counts 
and the grand jury which returned 
the indictments recommended leyvi.s- 
lative investigation of the seague 
since Anderson took its helm in 


1914. 
Three indictments, two charging 


grand larceny in the first degree and 
one forgery in the third degree, were 
handed down. Assistant District At- 
torney Pecora announced the jury 
also had“ voted two indictments 
charging extortion and that these 
would be filed next Wednesday. 


Anderson, on hand when the in- 
dictments were handed down, plead- 
ed not guilty before his counsel, for- 
mer Governor Charles 8S. Whitman, 
could open -his mouth. After the 
dry crusader had been released on 
$5000 bond, he issued through his 
publicity department a long state- 
ment, which began: 

“T shall wear as a medal of honor 
and a service badge my indictment, 
for political purposes, by the most 
corrupt and powerful wet political 
organization in the world, as part of 
the Tammany conspiracy to-put tbe 
nullification Governor of New York 
State in the White House, in defi- 
ance of the conscience and character 
of the nation.” 

The first grand larceny indictment 
charged that Anderson feloniously 
obtained $4578 from the leagus in 
March of 1921. 

The second grand larceny indictment 
alleged he feloniously obtained $1750 
on Feb. 3, 1921. 

Legislative Inquiry Urged. 

The forgery indictment set forth 
that he had falsely ordered $4400 to 
be entered in the league’s books in 
March, 1921, as the hotel and trav- 
eling expenses of O. Bertsall Phil- 
lips, a collector for the league. 

Grand jury investigation of An- 
derson’s handling of the league's 
funds was pressed after he had 
steadfastly refused to be more spec- 
cific concerning the expenditure of 
$24,700 than to state that it had 
been used ‘“‘for publicity purposes.” 

The presentment urging legislative 
investigation of the league said: 

“The additional grand jury of the 
County of New York, fuly term, hav- 
ing heard the evidence in the case 
against William H. Anderson, super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of the State of New York, requests 
the Senate and Assembly of the Lex- 
islature of the State of New York 
to make an immediate investigation 
into the Anti-Saloon League of the 
State of New York since Jan. 1, 
1914.” 

The jury handed down another 
presentment denying any friction 
with Pecora, and praising the man- 
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ner in which he had presented the 
case. 

The two extortion indictments 
which Pecora announced would not 
filed until next Wednesday, 
charged that Anderson obtained 
$2500, in July, 1920, and $1375 in 
1921, from Phillips, who 
commission

POPE CLOSES FAMOUS 
CHURCH USED TO FILM 
HISTORICAL PICTURE 


Saint Mathias, Scene of Corona- 


tion of Hungary’s Kings, 
Ordered Reconsecrated. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, July 21.—The Papal 
Nuncio, on instructions from the 
Pope, has ordered the famous coro- 
nation Church of St. Mathias closed 
until it has been reconsecrated, be- 
cause it has been desecrated through 
use in screening a motion picture. 

The famous edifice was used in the 


jmaking of a film drama depicting 


the Turkish invasion of the fifteenth 
century, described in the historical 
novel of Geza Gardonyi, to show the 
coronation of one of the Hapsburg 
Kings. The film promoters got ver- 
mission from the civil and eccles!- 
astical authorities to stage the coro- 
nation*ceremony on the identical spot 
on which all the Kings, from the Ar- 
pads to the late Emperor Carl, were 
crowned. 

Permission also was given to one 
of the actors to wear the coronation 
robes of the Archbishop, but after 
it was found that in the hem of this 
garment a wafer blessed by the Pope 
had been sewed, the authorities would 
only allow it to be worn by a Bishop 
and Bishop Vlascios participated in 
the play. 

This assumption of the role of an 
actor by the Bishop enraged the pop- 
ulation, which stormed tne building 
at night while ‘the play was being 
filmed. -One woman flung herself 
on the altar, saying that she would 
protect the church from pollution 
with her body. The Papal Nuncio in- 
vestigated and closed the church. 
It is assumed that severe ecclesiasti-<- 
cal penalties will be inflicted upon 
the authorities. | 


ELEVEN-CENT GASOLINE FOR 
- DALLAS DURING PRICE WAR 


Dealers Have Cut Prices From 21 
Cents Since Thursday of 
Last Week. 


By the Associated Press. 
DALLAS, Tex., July 21.—With a 


retail price of 11 cents a gallon for 
gasoline announced by a number of 
Dallas filling stations, a new low 
price level for automobile fuel 
within recent years here today pre- 
vailed. Although the price quoted 
was not in general effect, the sta- 
tions of the larger companies held 
to a figure of 13 cents a gallon to- 
day. 

The reduction to 11 cents, made 
yesterday, was the fifth within a 
- week, prices dropping from 21 cents 
to 19 cents a gallon on Thursday of 
last week, then to 17 cents, then to 
15 cents, and 13 cents and finally to 
11 cents—and the last decline has 
not been written on the filling sta- 
tion signs, some dealers commented 
today. 

The new price in Dallas is said to 
be the lowest in Texas, with the con- 
sumer paying 17 cents in practically 
all other cities of the state. 

Price slashing here is said to be 
the result of stiff competition be- 
tween two or more of the large pro- 
ducing companies. 


BELLEAU WOOD TO BECOME 
AMERICAN WAR MEMORIAL 


Area of 150 Acres Outside, Chatean 
Thierry in France, Will Be 
Dedicated Tomorrow.

PARIS, July 21.—Belleau Wood 


will be dedicated as an American 
war memorial tomorrow. 

nI the small area of only 159 acres 
outside Chateau Thierry—called by 
General Pershing the “Gettysburg of 
the World War’’—so many marines 
and doughboys lost their lives that 
their bodies are still being discov- 
ered. Three more were found only 
last week. 

In honor of the still undiscovered 
dead a volley will be fired Sunday 
by. marines from the U. 8. 8S. Pitts- 
burg. Most of the important patri- 
otic societies of the United States 
will be represented and many moth- 
ers whose sons fell there will come 
up for the ceremonies in a clearing 
just below the crest where the 
Americans saw the first wave of the 
German advance over their rifle 
sights. 

The principal speakers will be 
Senator David Read, of Pénnsyl- 
vania, Marshal Foch, Ambassador 
Herrick, Vice-Admiral Andrews, 
Major General Harbord and perhaps 
Premier Poincare. 

Belleau Wood narrowly escaped 
becoming the property of a hotel 
which intended to enclose it as a 
private feature of the establishment. 
Aided by General Le Jeune, Mrs. 
James Carroll Frazier formed the 
Belleau Wood Memorial Association 
and raised 200,000 francs to take up 
the option. 


MUSTARD GAS FOILS POLICE 


Bootleggers’ Automobile Discharges 
Fumes as Washington Dry Squad 
Pursues,

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Wash- 
ington police, pursuing two negro 
bootleggers at a speed of 65 miles 
an hour yesterday, were foiled when 
the fugitives’ motor car shot mus- 
tard gas from its exhaust. 

The police car had nearly over- 
taken the fugitives near Pennsyl- 
vania avenue in Southwest Washing- 
ton when the fumes, thick and black 
as those used in the Argonne, shot 
out.

One Is That Bandit Leader 
Was Slain by Deserters 
From Guard and Other Is 
Revenge. 


THREE IN BAND 
- - OF SEVEN CAUGHT

Bad Man of Mexico Had 
Many Enemies, but Poor 
People Looked on Him as 
Half Saint. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARRAL, Chihuahua, Mexico, 
July 21.—Two theories are ad- 
vanced by Mexican officials here for 
the assassination of Francisco Villa 
yesterday. 

One is that deserters from Villa’s 
guard committed the killings. The 
other is revenge. 

Vila Had Many Enemics. 

Villa, the mountain man, with 
ability to ride, shoot and swear, with 
a peculiar complex, the great weak- 
ness of which was an uncontrollable 
temper, had many enemies—prob- 
ably hundreds of men had swo 
to take his life—and, accé@rding to 
his friends, he had no enemy so bit- 
ter as Francisco Herrera. 

And not without cause. Villa is 
declared to have virtually extermi- 
nated the Herrera family, prominent 
in Mexico. Maslovio Herrera, Gen- 
eral over the left wing of Villa's 
1914 army, was mystericwsly mur- 
dered. Melcher, another General, 
his brother, Jose De La Luz Her- 
rera, his father, and a younger Her- 
rara, were executed on Easter morn- 
ing in 1915, when they were led to a 
Parral graveyard. 

To a fiery temper is attributed 
his downfall, and the boy in the 
Sierra Madras of Western Chihua- 
hua, who grew to the most notori- 
ous figure in all Mexico, often ad- 
mitted thfs weakness. From a sane 
man, laughing, joking with his 
friends, his eyes would , become 
bloodshot, he would pitch his voice 
several tones higher and he would 
pull his pistol and fire at the slight- 
est provocation, 

A friend of the poor, this strange 
man would capture a town, open 
stores, give people leave to help 
themselves and pour money upon 
them. 

Dead is he who lived by pistol and 
also died by it, but in the hearts of 
the superstitious poor people of 
Mexico, the magic name “Villa”: will 
go on living as half saint, half devil. 

The body of Villa lies in the city 
hall here where crowds of persons 
today viewed it. 

Though guarded, as usual, as 
rart of his military strategy learned 
in a hard school of experience, Villa 
met death yesterday morning at 8 
o’clock on the outskirts of Parral, 
between Long’s House and the 
Guanajuato Bridge, at the hands of 
areassins. 

Col. Miguel Trillo, Villa’s secre- 
tary, and Rosalio Morales, one body 
guard, and one bystander, whose 
name has not been learned, also 
were killed. One Villa guard was 
wounded. 

The attacking band totaled seven, 
the bandit’s unlucky number. The 
assailants were on foot, while Pan- 
cho’s men were mounted, leaving 
Parral on a happy-go-lucky journey 
t» his ranch at Canutillo, Durango. 

A dozen bullets pierced Pancho’s 
body and four went into his head. 
Six shots found their mark in Trillo. 

The assassins fled to the river bed 
and sped off on horses that had been 
hidden in the river bed near the 
b:!dge. 

Three of Band Captured. 

Gen. E. Martinez, commanding a 
detachment of 100 Federal soldiers, 
however, captured three of the at- 
tacking seven late yesterday a short 
distance from here. Gen. Martinez, 
tho hurried here from Chihuahua 
City for an investigation, is holding 
the men under orders from Presi- 
Cent Obregon. The General said the 
assassins used 30-30 rifles. Military 
detachments have left Piminez and 
Vallo de Allende to trail the murder- 
ers. 

Federal troops are at Canutillo in 
anticipation of possible disorders at 
the Villa ranch. Affairs affecting 
Villa’s estate admittedly are mixed, 
ond even some supposition is openly 
made here that the ranch may re- 
vert to the State.

Jose G. Escobar are bound here 
from Torreon to help in the pursuit 
of the assassins, who still remain 
unidentified.

Court Extends Leniency to Lo- 
renz of Gérman Paper on Re- 
quest of Veteran’s Organiza-

CHICAGO, July 21. — Arthur 
Lorenz, editor of the Chicago 
Staats--Zeitung, who was convicted 
of libel against the Armerican Le- 
gion here some time aga, was today 
sentenced to six months in jail and 
fined $1. A motion for a new trial 
was overruled. 

The American Legion recom- 
rhended to the court that leniency be 
shown to Lorenz. 

In the article Lorenz referred to 
America’s war veterans as 
“tramps, bums, vagabonds’” and 
“the scum of the country.”’ 

Had not the recommendation been 
made, Judge Pamm said, he would 
have imposed the maximum penalty 
of one year in jail and a $500 fine. 
The only fine Lorenz will have to 
pay will be $1 and the court costs. 
His attorney announced he would 
appeal. 

His counsel admitted 
was defamatory, but said 
written while the editorial writer 
was aroused over what he termed 
the “persecution” of Germany by 
this country following the war. This 
he blamed on the legion. 

In delivering the sentence, Judge 
Pamm aald: 

“This is not a question affecting 
the American Legion alone. It is a 
question that goes to the body pol- 
itic of the entire country, and that 
touches the substrate of our own 
Government. I am very much con- 
cerned in the question of punish- 
ment for this man,” the Judge con- 
tinued, addressing Attorney Henry 
M. Brucker. “You say this article 
was written in the heat of anger 
and you yourself say that this ar- 
ticle was defamatory. I say that it 
was within the realm of treason. 
While it was directed at the legion, 
it really went further and struck at 
the soldiers of our army, on whom 
the nation’s defense must rest. 

“While the fundamental freedom 
of speech and the rights of a free 
press must be safeguarded as one of 
the fundamental guarantees of free- 
dom, I believe that the best way of 
protecting those rights is to punish 
abuses.”
